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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 30-46 and 68-76, drawn to a spray nozzle. 
Group II, claim(s) 47-67 and 75-76, drawn to a dental cleaning system. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Claim 30 is anticipated by Lund (US Patent 571 1488) which discloses in figure 1 , a 
spray nozzle comprising: a nozzle member (20), nozzle attachment (36) coupled to the 
nozzle member defining an axially extending chamber (32), a liquid duct (22) supplying 
pressurized liquid to the chamber; a pressure piece (26) disposed within the chamber 
and a nozzle outlet (44) extending out of the chamber, discharging a cleaning jet (see 
column 3-4). 

The special technical feature of Group I, a spray nozzle including a whirl chamber and a 
pressure piece with slits is not shared in Group II. The special technical feature of 
Group II, a dental cleaning system including a pump driven by electric motor, a sensor, 
a crank mechanism and a control unit is not shared in Group I. 

3. A telephone call was made to Applicant's representative James Babieneau on 

05/29/09 to request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not 
result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
